Miscellaneous Items of Foreign News. 

The National Assembly of Parma had 
voted the expulsion of the house of Bour- 
bon, ami in favor of the annexation of Parma 
to Piedmont. The vote upon the question 
of annexation resulted in 03,000 for annex- 
ation to 500 against it. 

Kin;* Victor Enuiniiel was disbanding 
his army, and furnishing them with pass- 
ports to Tuscany and Modena, for the pur- 
pose of swelling the army of Central Italy. 

From 8,000 to 9,000 Papal troops had 
been concentrated at Pesaro. 

On the 20th August, as had been previ- 
ously rumored, the Queen of Spain signed 
a convention with the Popo, by which she 
bound herself, to send a Spanish army to 
occupy the Papal States in caso the French 
withdraw their forces from Rome and the 
other points they occupy in the papal terri- 
tories. 

Prince Metternich, the Austrian ambus- 
sodor at Paris, had gone on a mission to St 
Sauveur to confer with the Emperor Na- 
poleon. One object of this mission was 
said to bo tho formation of an alliance be- 
tween France ami Austria, the nature of 
which was such that if successful it would 
endanger Italian liberty and menace the 
peace of Europe. Tho Austrian Govern- 
ment in carrying out the measures of re- 
form proposed by the emperor Francis Jo- 
seph, was making great concessions to the 
Protestants. 

The Spanish Government had sent a re- 
ply to the demand of the Britsh Govern- 
ment why there were so many Spanish 
troops concentrated suddenly, and for no 
npporontor required purpose, in the neigh- 
borhood of tho fortress of Gibraltar. The 
reply was considered of an evasive charac- 
ter, and tho British Cabinet had expressed 
their dissatisfaction at it in undisguised 
terms. 

There appears to bo a strong public feel- 
ing in Spain against England. In some of 
the Madrid journals it is urged that Gibral- 
tar ought to bo wrested from tho British nt 
all risks. 

It was reported in Paris that Franco 
had notified tho Pope that she does not in- 
tend to treat tho Suez Canal affair as a po- 
litical question. 

Prince Napoleon lias gouo to Switzer- 
land. 

The Conference at Zurich is inactive, as 
the boundary of Lombardy is causing much 
trouble, and' no progress is being made. 

The Emperor of Morocco is dead. 

A collision has taken placo between tho 
Moors and Spanish on the Mediteranean. 



On the 20th of July, a fearful cyclone 
occurred at Calcutta, India, which destroy- 
ed -10 vessels. 

A most disastrous fire occured at Chica- 
go, 111., on the 15th September. The total 
loss is estimated at $500,000. 

A great fire occured at Halifax on the 
13th of September. Loss exceeds a million 
of dollars. 

The New York Tribune sayf, that the 
President has repeatedly said, in conversa- 
tion, that the title of the U. S. to San Juan 
Island is good, but. other officials are not 
quite so clear on the subject ; and it is al- 
most certain that the Senate will not press 
an extreme claim at tho hazard of war; 
hence Gen. Scott's hands are not probably 
not tied up with instructions, but a largo 
margin of discretion will be given him, 
looking to a pacific solution or a procras- 
tinating policy. 

BGu The old Marquis Capponi, who win 
once styled by M. Thiers "the first citizen 
in Europe," came down to the Plazzo 
Vccchio to givo his vote for the downfall 
of the house of Lorriane. lie is stone 
blind, and as he walked along, leaning on 
the arm of his son-in-law, many members 
of the Assembly were affected to tears. It 
wns remembered that this illustrious man 
once said to the Grand Duke Leopold on the 
day when he revoked tho statute: "Your j 
Highness, listen to the last counsels of a| 
friend. Do not lean upon the house of 
Austria, for if you do you will surely fall 
withi*."

Lunar Influences. — According to popu- 
lar belief, the moon not. only presides over 
human maladies, but like comets, is made 
responsible for a vast variety of interfer- 
ences upon the weather, as well as upon 
organized nature. The circulation of the 
jueies of vegetables, tho qualities of grain, 
the fate of the vintage, are all attributed to 
its influence ; timber must be felled, the 
harvest reaped and gathered in, and the 
juice of tho grapo expressed at all times 
anil iiniler circumstances regulated by the 
aspects of our satelite, if excellence bo 
hoped for in these products of the soil. If 
these opinions wen; limited to particular 
countries, they would be less entitled to 
serious consideration ; but it is a curious 
fact that many of them prevail, and have 
prevailed in sections of the globe so distant 
and unconnected, that it is difficult to ima- 
gine the error tohave proceeded from a single 
source. At all events, the extent of its pre- 
valence alone rendered it a fit subject for 
investigation by M. Arago, who demon- 
strated that, as far as actual observation 
has hitherto afforded grounds fur reason- 
ing, there is no (lis coverablo correspon- 
dence betweon tho lunar changes mid the 
vicissitudes of rain and drought, which 
can justify, or in any degree countenance 
the popular boliof so generally enter- 
tained. 

The opinion that timber should bo felled 
during tho decline of the moon, is acted up- 
on with undoubted confidence in various 
countries, and is even made the ground of 
legislation in France, with tho belief that 
its increase causes tho sap to ascend, and, 
if cut (luring the latter period, it will con- 
tain morosap, and will, thereforo bo more 
spongy, more likely to be attacked by 
worms, more difficult to season, and more 
readily split and warped by changes of 
temperature. Hence, it, would follow that 
the proper time for felling timber would 
be in the new moon. — Patent <>J}icc Report.

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KO EEFORM WITHOUT A STRUGGLE. 

Tt is painful to witness the disposition 
"manifested by the Governoi rind Council to 
rioprive tho people of tho enjoyment of those 
i -ic.rcd rights without which the country 
r.nn neither ho contented nor prosperous. 
The unworthy remark of tho Speaker, in 
Committee of the Whole, which was equiv- 
alent to saying that the people were " ver- 
min," is evidently endorsed hy those higher 
in authority. Tie branded tho people with 
that disgraceful epithet, when the House, 
in Committee of tho Whole, made twend- 
ments to tho Council hill, which made the 
real estate qualification $100 instead of 
£100 ; and £12 annual rental instead of 
.€20. When it is remembered that n mem- 
he,- of Council, the Times' correspondent, 
characterized the whole population as "ver- 
min," and that the Governor and Council 
refuse assent to the same clauses 'which 
called forth tho Speaker's remark, the con- 
•:1uh:oii u» to whether this coincides is self- 
evident. Instead of adopting measures to 
secure harmony, it appears that agitation 
i-s invited ; that a struggle with the people 
is courted ; and that our institutions will 
never take a liberal and settled form till 
public indignation is wrought to a pitch 
l-'Drdering on revolution. For a year past, 
'ho extension of the franehiso has been nu- 
tated in tho Legislature nnd among the 
people. And it was presumed by all those 
having u substantial interest in the country 
that tho moderate instructions given to the 
members for Victoria, and adopted by tho I 
Assembly, would have met with the concur- 
rence of the Governor and Council, and have 
acted RS oil on the troubled waters. In this 
the country has boon disappointed. With 
npithets of contempt thrown in their teeth, 
and deprived of tho rights of freemen, 
nothing remains for the people, hut to put 
on the harness and battle constitutionally 
for their liberties. All spasmodic agitation 
must henceforth cease ; hut firm, temperate, 
:>nd continued efforts must he made to place 
men in power who will no lenger trifle with 
tho material interests of the country for 
celfish advantages, nor deprive the country 
of those political privileges which aro es- 
sential to a full, fair, and honest expression 
of opinion at the pulls. The Colony, to-day, 
it) insolvent. Large debts are daily accum- 
ulating. Creditors cannot get their claims. 
Tascs, or loans which are far worse, are 
proposed in order to liquidate current ex- 
penses. Still the right to say who shall 
impose taxeson their property, is taken from 
k large portion of the most conservative 
oloaient in the country. Shall this be? Or 
will not tho country unite as one man to 
'ieruaud reform? The Governor find Coun- 
cil propose to give a vote to '20 acres of 
land, if no instalment is paid ; or if only 
una instalment is paid, — '?2:">, — hut refuse 
to allow tho man who has paid $100 for n 
town lot, to vote. Such inconsistency, — 
NUoh unfairness, — injustice, — was perhaps 
never known in any other liritish Colony! 
N'o good reason can bo given for such in- 
consistency, Tho only conclusion is, that 
the people of tho town, — whit during two 
years' trial have proved themselves loyal, 
moral, intelligent, enterprising, and fit to 
lie trusted with the elective franchise, — are 
linked up .in by Urn powers that he as 
" vonhi n."

STATE CHURCH. 

The messngo of his Excellency Governor 
Douglas respecting a renewal of the Rev. 
Mr. Cridge's engagement as Chaplain of 
Vancouver's Island, shows an evident dis- 
position to urgo on tho Rump of our As- 
sembly to premature action in regard to 
saddling a State Church on this colony. In 
a former message he said it was done "with 
tho sanction of tho Colonial Sscrctary." 
But it must he remembered that Sir 
Bulwer Lytton, in his reply to the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury says, "that tho State, 
(England) has greatly departed from the 
ancient practice of supplementing by 
grants of land or money the requirements 
of tho Colonial Church. That church (Col- 
onial church) in consequence following the 
analogy of the freer system of self-govern- 
ment, which with happy elTeet has been 
conceded to many of our colonies, lias 
thrown herself on the voluntary cfl'or/i of 
her children. " In the face of this declara- 
tion, his Excellency insists that we "are 
hound in good faith" to renew the engage- 
ment with Mr. Cridgo. That is, saddle a 
little colony, which cannot pay its debts, 
with £4Q0 ii year, to help a minority reli- 
gious sect at the expense of all others. The 
Colonial Secretary, in giving his sanction, 
never for ono moment presumed that it was 
imperative to renew the engagement, but 
if the representatives of the people thought 
proper to do so, they might. Tho agree- 
ment was made with the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany for five years, not the colony ; nnd t 
there is no word in it binding it to make a 
new bargain to sell tho cospel at the price j 
of £400 sterling a year to tho colony. The 
word may in the sentence — "or on the con- 
trary a fresh engagement may be entered 
into" at the end of five years if ho did not 
go home, — is conditional; not imperative. 
Thoroforo it remained for Mr. fridge to 
make a new bargain if he could. But it 
takes two parties to make a bargain, — if 
tho Company did not think proper to rencw 
it then there the matter ended. Ifitwas 
imperative to make a new engagement, — 
why did his Excellency ask the Assembly 
in the first place for its opinion w hether 
the engagement should he renewed? where 
was tho "honor and good faith" then ? The 
truth is the message on Tuesday, merely 
takes advantage of the resolution passed by 
the House on Sept. '20th, wherein that body- 
was cajoled into paying that "Mr. Critlge 
was evidently led to expect a renewal of his 
engagement ; but it would not take tho re- 
sponsibility to do it. Ninety out of one 
hundred of the poople, professors and non- 
professors of religion, aro entirely opposed 
to a Colonial church, and the Lev. Mr. 
Cridgo would stand far higher if he would 
withdraw his proposition at once and not 
try to entangle secular affairs with reli- 
gious, by looking so anxiously after the god 
of this world, thereby occupying the posi- 
tion of one who says, "save me good Lord; 
save mo good Devil." We can foresee the 
advantage to tho established church, by 
not forcing such an unjust and odious 
charge on tho country. If it is done hy the 
present submissive Assembly by the dicta- 
tion of his Excellency, the country may re- 
vive to secularize what is least oxpectcd. 

Races. — At an early hour yesterday fore- 
noon, Beacon Hill Course was alive with 
peoplo anxious to witness the races. The 
weather being slightly threatening, there 
were not so many ladies present as on some 
firmer occasions. Admiral Baynes was 
there during the afternoon.

thought, whether unpopular governors do 
not lessen those ties of affection nnd loyalty 
to the parent government, which it ia par- 
ticularly the duty of the Representatives of 
Her Ma'esty, in the Colonies, to cultivate.

BRITISH NORTH AMERICA. 

By the arrival of the Northerner, v,-o have 
dates from Canada and tho Lower Provinces 
to Sept. 13th. 

The Imperial Customs' Act, passed at 
tho last session of Parliament, is favorable 
to Canadian produce. Tho duty on Deals 
was 10 shillings per 50 cubic feet — now 
only 2 shillings. Butter wns 5 shillings 
por cwt., now 2s. Cd. This allows those 
articles to bo imported into England via 
Portland, which is a grcnt advantage in 
winter. 

Professor Croft, of Toronto, has discov- 
ered a means of deodorising tho mineral 
oil found near Lambton, C. MY. It gives a 
far better light than ordinary coal oil, and 
is now manufactured on a large scale. 

Upwards of a dozen recruits, young fel- 
lows, have enlistod at Toronto for tho 100th 
Regiment. 

The Governor General had given a grand 
ball at Toronto, previous to taking final 
leave on Sept. 16th, for Quebec. 

A great fire occurred in Toronto, at the 
corner of Gould and Victoria streets.— 
Twelve houses burned. Loss S40.000. 

The Lord Bishop of Nova Scotia has left 
on a tour through Canada and the United 
States. Ho will bo present at the conven- 
tion of tho American Church at Richmond, 
Vo., in October. 

Tho Canadian papers were premature in 
announcing that tho Prince of Wales was 
ospectcd. The arrival of his physician 
and tutor is wholly disconnected with any 
proposed visit of any member of the Royal 
family. 

Tho Intelligencer says that the Rev. Wil- 
liam Croscombe, Wesloyan minister, who 
recently departed this life in Windsor, had 
been in the ministry over forty-eight years, 
and was at the time of his death the oldi st 
Wcsleyan minister in these Provinces. His 
labor, we believe, has been abundant both 
in Nova Scotia and i^jow Brunswick. 

Vice Admiral Sir Houston Stewart is re- 
moved from tho North American Station. 
Sir Alex. Milne has been appointed to suc- 
ceed him. 

The annual gathering of the St. John, 
N 15., St. Andrews' Society numbered, 
guests and all, at a pic-nio on tho grounds 
of .lames Barber, Esq., 2,000 persons. 

P. N. Gisborne, projector of the Atlantic 
Telegraph, failing in his scheme to connect 
Halifax and Boston by a submarine tele- 
graph, is at Mill Wall, England, manufac- 
turing telegraph cable. Ho is manufac- 
turing a cablo for the telegraph from Scot- 
land to the Straits of Belle Isle, and from 
Toulon to Algiers. 

The Quebec Mercury says that the pro- 
posed reduction of expenditure by with- 
drawal of tho troops from the colonies is 
dealt with by the Halifax Nova Scolian in 
a way which shows how far such a thing is 
practicable. The Nova Scotian applauds 
Haliburton for saying that tho colonies 
should be declared independent if thetroops 
arc withdrawn; and wants an elective Gov- 
ernor, and unlimited power over their own 
affairs ; that, is, seemingly, tho right to leg- 
late independently of Great Britain. The 
Nova Scotian very candidly and forcibly 
says that if the troops arc withdrawn, the 
colony must be declared independent, with 
manifestly a subdued hint that Nova Scotia 
would not ask twice or want long for that 
boon, but at onco take what was not nt onco 
granted. 

Tho St. John Morning Globe says that 
tho Catholics, throughout tho Colonies, 
United States, and England aro uniting in 
order to havo their schools endowed. 

Tho Canadian press generally aro de- 
nouncing tho Catholic Bishops for their 
manifesto, which interferes directly in pol- 
itics. 

A public dinner was given to T. D'Arcy 
MoOfR at Halifax, Aug. 21, at which sev- 



eral Heads of Departments woro present, 
and many of the principal citizens. 

Tho Toronto Leador of Sept. 9th gives 
Gov. Douglas and tho Family Compact of 
Vancouver Island fits. 

Tho subject of McGec's last lecture at 
Halifax is : " The Union of the Colonics." 

The Cary Imbroglio. — It is inexplica- 
ble to tho public, how it is that Attorney 
General Cary is at large. Justice Pembcr- 
ton, to his honor, as soon as lie decided to 
imprison him or tako bail, enforced the 
sontence. But the Chief Justice releases 
Mr. C. from arrest on habeas corpus, — de- 
clares the committal illegal, — and then de- 
cides that bonds must be given to keep the 
peace, but has never enforced his decision. 
Is this not rendering justice a farce ? Had 
it been ono of the mock trials, at " the judge 
and jury," London, it would havo beon un- 
derstood. Tho public aro anxious, however, 
to learn whether it is a farce, or whether 
the Chief Justice has or has not the nerve 
to execute the sentence ? Apparently, the 
higher wo ascend the judicial ladder, the 
farther we are from a solid foundation.
